*ead Ma? sf.y'N the year I7f 2, on the 7 of May, a 
****• ^ jt Very uncommon phenomenon appear 'd 
about 7 in the evening, in Deeping-Fen* which, frojm 
its effe&s, I take to be a water-fpout, broken from 
the clouds* ; nor can it admit, in my opinion, of any 
other folution. 

A watry fubftance, as it feemed to me, was feen 
moving upon the furface of the earth and water, in 
Deeping-Fen. It marched along with fuch violence 
and rapidity, that it carried every thing before it 5 
fuch as grafs, ftraw, and ftubbk ; and in its going 
over the (Country bank, it raifed the duft to a great 
height} and When it arrived in theavafh, in the 
midft of th« water, and juft over againft where I 
live, then it was, that I firft faw its and here it was, 
that it ftoodftfll foY feme minutes. How dreadful 

was 
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was it to behold this moving phenomenon, now 
fix'd! to fee, as it were, .a law of nature inverted. I 
fof this wa^ry fubflance fpouted out water from its 
own furface, to a confiderable height, and all the 
time attended with a terrible noife, Kb as ail the beafts 
and fheep ran from it, greatly frighted. 

Upon its fecoad route., it proceeded in a. fide-line 
into the river, breaking in its paffage a fifhing-net, 
and there it moved along* till it came td the church, 
where it flood ag^in feme little while, and then 
made its next paffage thro 1 the fpace, that is between 
the church and tfee; parfonage-houfe, towards Wefton 
hills and Moufton chapel. In its way to thefe places, 
k tore tip a field of turnips, broke a gate off the 
hinges, and another gale it broke to pieces. Thofe, 
who faw it evaporate^ affirm it aCcended into the 
clouds in a long fpearing vapour, and at laft ended 
in a fiery; ftream. There was a mift, like fmoke, fre* 
quently round it Three more were feea at the fame 
time in different places. 

P. 5. When this, wasread to the Society at Spalding, 
feveral of the members preftnt attefted, that they 
themfelvesfaw thU phenomenon in moft circum- 
ftances the fame as here defcribed j excepting only 
the laft of a fiery ftream. 

But to fome other people, who gave accounts of it 
to them* it did fo appear.
